The light war damages to the plant were repaired by late 1943. 
After the end of the war tho AG0H factory wae converted to the 
production of machinery and hardware (grease guns, boilers of 
a 8-foot diameter, stove doors etc.). Remnants of the former 
production (shells and machine gun parts) were still scattered 
about. The electric power of the factory was supplied by a 
factory-owned Diesel generator.
